My Orangeburg District ancestors were Isaac Carter and his wife, Ann 
Elizabeth ("Nancy") Young. Isaac stated in his Revolutionary War 
Pension Application that 

he was born in Cumberland County, NC, around 1760. He served two 
tours 

of duty. During one of these he was apparently in Orangeburg 
District, 

SC, where he met 

and married "Nancy" Young. He stated they resided in Cumberland 
County a 

few years after the war, then settled in Orangeburg District, SC, 
where 

they resided between the forks of the Edisto River, and where they 
remained until early 1810, when they relocated to Pike County, 
Mississippi. A history of Pike Co., MS, described Mrs. "Nancy" Carter 
as speaking "Dutch". 


The ancestry of Ann Elizabeth ("Nancy") Young Carter has been elusive. 
Replying to my query posted to the OGS-GS Mail List, Lynn Teague 
{lteague@ccit.arizona.edu] abstracted data from ORANGEBURG IMMIGRANTS 
AND FIRST FAMILIES which suggested that the original Young family in 
Orangeburg District was William Young, born about 1695 in Holland, and 
died 

about 1737 in Orangeburg District, with his widow, Rebecca, surviving

Henry and Ann Young were the parents of Thomas Young, II, who was born 
about 1759. Thomas Young, II, is thus a contemporary of Ann Elizabeth 
(Young) Carter. Was he the Thomas Young who was a neighbor of Isaac 
and "Nancy" Carter in Orangeburg District? See published 1790 census 
of 

Heads of Household, page 100, Columns 2 (Thomas Young) and 3 (Isaac 
Carter).. The husbands and wives in both households were ages 26-44 
in 

1800, or born 1756 or later. 


Or was the Thomas Young in Orangeburg District possibly the son of 
Issac 

Young, Jr., a 1736 immigrant to Georgia? It is well known that many 
German 

and Swiss families settled near Savannah. [Among these were my Swiss 
ancestors, the Buckhalter/Burkholder family, who intermarried with the 
Dantzler/ 

Denzler family.] It is less well known that some Dutch families also 
settled there, 

too. The establishment of a Dutch town on the Vernon River was 
described 

in 

a letter dated 31 JAN 1743 from Mr. Joseph Avery to the Trustees of 
the 

Colony

In response to my recent query regarding whether the Cullar book 
contained anything about my Orangeburg ancestors, I received a very 
helpful message from Lynn Teague in Arizona, for which I am most 
grateful. Her message follows after my own, at the bottom of the 
message. 


There appears to be a very high probablility that my ancestor, Miss 
Ann Elizabeth ("Nancy") Young, is a descendant of the family described 
by Cullar, and abstracted below by Lynn Teague. In a Pike County, 
Mississippi, historical account of the Carter family, "Nancy" was 
described as Dutch, Dutch-speaking, and having married in Orangeburg 
District, SC. How many Dutch families named Young were there in 
Orangeburg District before the Revolutionary War? Perhaps only the 
one family mentioned by Cullar and abstracted below by Teague, and 
their descendants. 


At this point, Henry Young and his wife, Ann Hill, appear to be the 
best candidates to have been the parents of Ann Elizabeth ("Nancy") 
Young, who married Isaac Carter of Orangeburg District, formerly of 
Cumberland Co., NC. Henry was a Dutch immigrant, he probably spoke 
Dutch in his home, and he was about the right age to have been Nancy's 
father, as she was probably born between 1756 to 1770, based on her 
esitmated marriage date of 1780 to 1785 and her census records (born 
1756-1774). Mothers named "Ann(e)" sometimes named or nicknamed 
daughers "Nancy" and vice versa. [This occurred in my Strong family.]

In a previous message, I speculated that the Thomas Young who was 
residing near the Isaac Carter family in Orangeburg District in 1800 
was possibly a brother of Ann Elizabeth ("Nancy") Young Carter. The 
above descendancy chart appears to support that hypothesis, as it 
appears to prove that Thomas Young, Sr., of Orangeburg District was of 
Dutch descent. 


Derrell Young of Pike County, MS (1820, age 18-24), and Copiah County, 
MS (1850, age 40, born SC), has been purported to be a possible 
brother of "Nancy" Carter, but the difference in their ages appears to 
refute this. Derrell Young may have been a nephew. Patrick Young, 
age less than 25, was also in Pike Co., MS, in 1820 and he appeared to 
have a mother or mother-in-law in his household. 


Any additional information about the family of Henry Young and his 
wife, Ann Hill, will be most gratefully appreciated. Can anyone 
identify other children of Henry and Ann Young of Orangeburg District? 


It is my understanding that the Dutch language was a form of Low 
German or Low Country German. Would a Dutchman have had any 
difficulty communicating with the German-Swiss, that is, persons who 
spoke the High Country German language?
